COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, 
in the County of Franklin: 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabi- 
tants of said Town, qualified to vote in elections and in 
Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Monday, the twentieth day of February next at 11:30 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by official ballot all neces- 
sary Town Officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, 
Treasurer, Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, 
one Assessor for three years, one Tax Collector for three 
years, one School Committee for three years, one Re- 
gional School Committee for three years, two Library 
Trustees for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner 
for three years, Auditor, Tree Warden, Elector under the 
Will of Oliver Smith, and two Constables. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1961, and to 
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issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with Chapter 
44, Section 17, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote that the 
Selectmen be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits 
that may be brought in behalf of, or against, the town, 
and employ counsel for same. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what the town will do with 
the money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote that the 
Cemetery Commissioners be authorized to act as Sextons, 
their compensation for cemetery work and opening 
graves to be fixed by a vote of the town. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to fix 
the salaries and compensation of all elective officers of 
the town as provided by Chapter 41, Section 108, Gen- 
eral Laws: Selectmen, Assessors, Moderator, Town 
Clerk, Treasurer, Auditor, Collector of Taxes, Elector 
under the Will of Oliver Smith, Constables, Tree Warden 
and School Committee. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3000 for the maintenance of 
highways under the provisions of Chapter 81, General 
Laws. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1500 for the maintenance of 
highways under the provisions of Chapter 90, General 
Laws, said money to be used in conjunction with State 
or County funds, or both. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for Chapter 90 Construction 
on River Road, said money to be used in conjunction 
with State or County funds, or both. 
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ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of $9,943.94 for the Town’s share

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At a special meeting of the Town of Whately, held 
April 11, 1960, it was voted under Article 1 of the War- 
ant to adopt the following by-law: 


No person, firm or corporation shall strip, sever, re- 
move or convey away any soil, loam, sand or gravel from 
any land not in public use, unless and until such strip- 
ping, severance, removal or conveyance away is first 
authorized by a permit issued by the Selectmen of Whate- 
ly, except in conjunction with the construction of a build- 
ing on the parcel, and except for the continued operation 
of an existing sand and gravel pit. No such permit shall 
be issued unless and until an application therefor has 
been filed with the Board. Said Board shall then hold a 
public hearing on the application, and notice of the filing 
of the application and the date and the time of the hold- 
ing of the public hearing thereon shall be advertised 
forthwith at the expense of the applicant, in a newspaper 
published in Franklin County, seven days at least before 
the hearing. 


(The penalty for the violation of this by-law shall 
be as follows: For the first offense, fifty dollars; for the 
second offense, one hundred dollars; and for each subse- 
quent offense, two hundred dollars.) (Chapter 40, Sec. 
21, Clause 17, as revised, General Laws). 


Under Article 2 of the same meeting, it was voted 
to adopt the following by-law: 


It. shall be the legal duty of every person, firm or 
corporation owning land in Whately, which has been 
excavated to erect barriers around the same or take other 
suitable measures to protect and guard the public there- 
from, within five days after such owners have been noti- 
fied in writing by the Selectmen of Whately that in their 
opinion such excavations constitute a hazard and menace 
to the public safety. Such barriers shall be a woven 
mesh fence not less than five feet in height. 
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(The penalty for the violation of this by-law shall be 
as follows: A fine not to exceed two hundred dollars). 
(Chapter 40, Section 21, Clause 19, General Laws). 


Under Article 3 of the same meeting, it was voted 
to adopt the following by-law: 


No trailer-coach park as defined in Chapter 140, 
Sections 382A to 32L, inclusive, General Laws, shall be 
permitted within the town limits. 


These by-laws were approved by the Attorney- 
General of the Commonwealth, May 9, 1960.

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Selectmen's Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


As required by the statutes of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, we present herewith our report on the 
activities of the year 1960: 


Under Chapter 81, we were able to keep maintenance 
of highways in pretty good shape, considering the con- 
dition of many of our roads caused by years of usage 
and inadequate funds for surface treatment. We were 
able, however, to complete Swamp Road surfacing and 
to gravel the balance of Long Plain Road to the Hatfield 
town line. We expect to give this section surface treat- 
ment in 1961. 


Many of our so-called hard-top roads are in urgent 
need of widening and additional grading and surfacing, 
but with only $14,000 of Chapter 81 funds, very little of 
this work can be accomplished each year. 


Chapter 90 construction work on River Road re- 
quired a large amount of drainage, so that the new road 
footage seems rather small for the money expended. 
However, with the money left over from this contract, 
we have purchased in January, a considerable amount 
of culvert which will aid considerably in 1961. We have 
an allotment of $14,000 for this purpose in the new year, 
but this means we must appropriate $3,500 and we do 
not feel that our tax rate can stand this amount, so we 
are recommending only $3,000, which will give us $12,000 
for the work. 


Our new highway garage, is, we believe, a credit to 
the town and to the building committee who spent much 
time in planning and supervising the work, and our 
thanks are conveyed to them for a job well done. Further

grading and improvement of surroundings is held up 
pending completion of Route 91 and the elimination of 
the temporary Depot Road. 


The unoccupied portion of the lot to the west of. 
the garage has been graded and seeded by a volunteer 
group of persons interested in a Little League ball field, 
also to be available for other community activities, and 
thanks are extended to them for an excellent job at prac- 
tically no cost to the town. Development of a ball field 
will follow when conditions allow. 


We call attention to the improvement of the small 
common at Depot and Long Plain Road, where grading 
and seeding has been done with the cooperation of neigh- 
bors. 


As everyone knows, there has been a lot of criti- 
cism of the ponds along the new Route 91 construction. 
Your board has spent many hours in contacting engin- 
eers, contractors and Public Works officials in an en- 
deavor to get some solution to this problem. Through 
Congressman Silvio O. Conte, the Federal Bureau of 
Roads in Washington, who furnish 90% of the funds for 
this road, have been apprised of the situation and they 
have indicated cooperation in doing something about it, 
but with the usual slowness of Government red-tape, 
little has been accomplished so far. By-laws (which are 
appended to this report) were adopted early in the year, 
giving the town control over future excavations of this 
type, but we have no legal jurisdiction over those already 
developed. We can require the fencing of these holes, 
but that does not help to eliminate them. Our main hope 
is to convince the Bureau of Roads that they constitute 
a hazard and scenic detriment to the new highway. We 
are still working on this angle. 


An article will appear in the warrant for revision 
of the Southern Franklin Welfare District to allow 
Hadley to join at this time. Our agent has been doing 
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Hadley’s work on a fee basis for some time, and they 
have now asked to join the district. This additional 
work can be handled by the present staff at no greater 
cost, and the net cost to each town will be somewhat re- 
duced. 


We want to express appreciation to Eugene N. 
Graves for his long service as Civil Defense Director. 
He spent much time in learning and teaching the vari- 
ous angles of this work, for which he received no pay, 
and the thanks of the town are surely due him. 


The usual reports of the various town officers and 
committees will speak for themselves, and we hope you 
will appreciate the good job they have done.

Your Board fully realizes that these recommenda- 
tions, if followed, will lead to a substantial increase in 
the tax rate for 1961. 


However, the major increases are in Schools, both 
local and regional, and these have been thoroughly dis- 
cussed with the boards involved, and we can see no means 
of reducing these budgets without affecting the quality 
of education. Increases in teachers’ salaries are manda- 
tory, both by State laws and by reasonable application 
of annual increments as approved by the School Union. 
Items of maintenance and outlay are necessary to keep 
up the proper facilities for teachers and pupils. The two 
school budgets will increase the tax rate by about $2.50 
each. 


Another factor radically affecting the tax rate is 
the loss of available funds from the Chapter 718-1956 
state grant for highway work and from Post-War Reha- 
bilitation Fund, both of which were completely used up 
in 1960. These losses alone add about $2.00 to our rate. 
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The total of ‘free cash” used to reduce taxes in 1960 
was $23,238.93. Since our total “free cash” in 1961 is 
only $28,368.31, we do not recommend using more than 
$20,000 towards tax reduction, another $2.00 item. 


The other items in the budget recommendations 
have been thoroughly discussed with the boards involved, 
and have been cut in some instances from the requests 
received. Some of these items should be discussed on 
the town meeting floor, so that all may understand the 
reasons for changes. 


Since we do not have the amounts of State assess- 
ments and credits at this time, an accurate estimate of 
the tax rate is not possible, but a $10.00 increase over 
1960 seeme inevitable, without considering the effect of 
any special articles that may appear in the warrant.

Careful examination of all the Trust Fund accounts 
on deposit in several savings banks in the locality reveals 
that these accounts are in good order and up-to-date.

I have inspected the investment bonds in the vault 
in the First National Bank of Northampton and found 
them in good order, complete as to numbers and values 
listed by your Treasurer.

I hereby present my 12th annual report for the 
Public Health Nursing Committee: 


Four meetings were held, one in April in Sunder- 
land, one in Ashfield in May at which the resignation of 
Mrs. Joan Dickinson, R.N. was received and accepted, 
and two in Whately, one in July and one in December. 


At the July meeting Miss Marion Wray of the State 
Department Health office in Amherst was present to ad- 
vise the committee as to what it could expect in the way 
of records, particularly as regards daily visit and mile- 
age records.

To the Citizens of Sunderland, Whately and Ashfield: 


As Public Health Nurse for the towns of Sunder- 
land, Whately and Ashfield, the following report is sub- 
mitted for the months of June through December. 


The regulations of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts for physical examinations for school children have 
been carried out this fall. All children (588) in the 
schools of Sunderland, Whately and Ashfield have been 
weighed and measured. Every other grade in Grammar 
School and all High School pupils have had physicals. 
Dr. Kenneth H. Rice in Sunderland and Whately and Dr. 
Samuel Galbo in Ashfield having charge of same. All 
school children have had Vision Screening and Hearing 
tests, with failures reported to parents. A vitamin pro- 
gram has been completed in all schools.

THE 8S. WHITE DICKINSON 
MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
— 1960 — 


1960 set a new high in CIRCULATION records with 
24,804 books and periodicals borrowed; eighteen per cent 
higher, or 3,780 more than in 1959. Whately maintained 
its high per capita reading figure with an approximate 
circulation of 24 books per person. YOUNG PEOPLE 
took out 12,645 or a little more than half of all the books 
borrowed. Reading of PERIODICALS increased to 
3,384, much of which was due to the greater use of arti- 
cles for Term Papers by High School students. NON- 
FICTION for both adult and junior readers was in 
greater demand with 5,075 books taken out on subjects 
as varied as underwater exploration, the Easter Islands, 
juvenile delinquency, reptiles, prehistoric life and Zen 
Buddhism. 


In 1960 students asked only 1,664 QUESTIONS re- 
quiring help from the librarians, 114 fewer than in 1959, 
proving their ever growing facility in the use of the 
reference tools at their disposal. 


WEEDED were 386 adult and 68 juvenile books 
making space for ACCESSIONS of 469 new books, 336 
adults and 1388 juveniles, of which 80 were gifts, making 
the total collection by the end of the year 7,311. 


103 NEW READERS joined the library in 1960, 55 
adults and 48 children, making a total of 739 library 
users, including borrowers from Conway, Hatfield, South 
Deerfield, and Sunderland. 
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Six STORY HOURS were attended by 229 young- 
sters. 


Three SPECIAL EVENTS were seen by 172 people. 


Twelve FILM SHOWINGS weer view by 855 people 
including showings by Grange, PTA, Firemen, Rotary, 
Children’s Hallowe’n Party, Boy Scouts, Sunday School 
as well as for the Children’s Story Hours and National 
Library Week. 


FINES on overdue books totaled $80.54

THE LIBRARY YEAR 


Once again due to enthusiastic support from all parts 
of the town the library had a rewarding year. It 
prospered through EVENTS, IMPROVEMENTS, and 
FIRSTS in the county — The Old Book Sale and Silent 
Auction put on by Mrs. Marshall Smith was one of these, 
and this year’s Christmas Book Fair with its exhibition 
of paintings by Whately’s own artists was another. Both 
were financially successful and their proceeds will go 
towards the purchase of special works. 


Among noteworthy additions to the REFERENCE 
collections this year were Webster’s newest Unabridged 
Dictionary in place of the outdated 1923 edition and the 
thirty volume, 1960 edition of the ENCYCLOPEDIA 
AMERICANA. 


The MUSEUM ROOM with its furnishings espe- 
cially designed by Fred Adams, newly painted, received 
the addition of two peg board screens that serve to con- 
ceal the meters at the western end of the room as well 
as to provide display space for Whately pictures and 
maps. 
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The Library was among five asked to make up post- 
ers showing its activities and projects for display at the 
American Library Association meeting in Montreal in 
the summer where they were seen by hundreds of Ameri- 
can and Canadian librarians and trustees. Later the 
same posters were displayed at the Library Summer 
School in the University of New Hampshire. 


Mrs. Dorothy Polhemus, library trustee, was one of 
the Committee for the Library Section of the TOWN 
AND COUNTY CONFERENCE for 1960 and Mrs. Cane 
once more Secretary-Treasurer for it. 


Mrs. Cane was asked to judge the entries for the 
quarterly HEART OF THE HILL put on by the North- 
ampton State Hospital where she gave a talk at the 
dinner for the contributors. 


NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK had for its theme 
Whately’s own history and enjoyed brilliant success under 
Co-chairmen Mrs. Robert Rodriguez and Adelia A. Allis. 
Among the many events of the week the FASHIONS 
OF YESTERDAY AND TODAY, made possible by Mrs. 
Olive Hubbard of Sunderland and Stewarts College 
Towne Shop in Northampton, had outstanding success. 
Broadside sheets of Whately historical events were given 
out printed on parchment-like paper donated by the Deer- 
field Printing Company. Coffee hours before the fire 
were served by the hard working committees. 


In April Ernest Belanger, Sr. loaned the Library a 
SPEED-O-PRINT duplicating machine enabling the li- 
brary to produce its own notices and schedule changes. 
His generosity has been greatly appreciated. 


75 Whately children saw the PUPPET SHOW put 
on by Phyllis Rosenbaum, a Smith College freshman, 
which showed an event from Whately history as well as 
a fairy tale: 
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The Museum Room was the subject of an article in 
the Hampshire Gazette in May with a descriptive article 
and two pictures. In December Alice Scott Ross featured 
the Christmas Book Fair in her ‘Faith for the Family” 
Column in the Springfield Union. Throughout the year 
Mrs. Dorothy Strippe, the Reverend and Mrs. Henry J. 
Rohrs and Mrs. Arlene Waite have given all library 
events generous publicity. 


Mrs. Cane gave talks at the Swamp Valley Historical 
Association in Sunderland and to the Whately PTA. 


Gratitude is especially deserved by the many who 
served so ably on numerous committees throughout the 
year. 


The Library is grateful to Paul Field for his gifts 
of the widely read periodicals, Holiday, Horizon, Chang- 
ing Times and Consumer Reports as well as his gift of 
the National Geographic Society’s book, AMERICAN 
WONDERLANDS, THE NATIONAL PARKS and for 
his handling of the proceeds from book fairs and sales. 


We are indebted to the Elliot Barkers for the Satur- 
day Evening Post, to Fred Adams for Look and Animals 
and the artifacts from the Craft Potteries now in the 
Museum Room. To Mrs. Emma Dickinson for old copies 
of Town Reports to help round out our files, and the 
Robert Adkins for old Town Reports and books and the 
certificate of stock for one of Whately’s earliest Agri- 
cultural Libraries.

We are, at present, in the initial stage of reorganiza- 
tion whereby the position of Superintendent-Principal 
has been separated into two categories. It is hoped that 
this division will improve articulation between the Union 
elementary schools and the Regional. secondary school. 
The term articulation means the adequate relationship 
of part to part which makes for continuous forward pro- 
gress. Such adjustments between and within school units 
and departments should be coordinated so that each stu- 
dent may have the opportunity of achieving maximum 
growth at all phases of school experience. 


In addition, the separation should provide more ade- 
quate opportunity for the principal to devote more time 
to the development and operation of the secondary school 
program and curriculum to better meet the educational 
needs of all pupils concerned. This complete transition 
will not be accomplished within a period of months but 
will possibly involve two or three years. 


Mr. Bertrand Roger, a graduate of Georgetown Uni- 
versity, with a Master’s Degree in Secondary School Ad- 
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ministration from Boston University, School of Educa- 
tion, was appointed as Principal of Frontier effective 
August 1, 1960. Mr. Roger has had experience as a class- 
room teacher and principal in secondary schools in New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts. 


Resignations received during the school year are as 
follows: Mr. Richard Penney and Mr. Arthur Bourbeau, 
Art; Miss Betsy Wiggins, Vocational Household Arts, to 
accept a position at Framingham, Massachusetts; Mr. 
Robert O’Connor, Latin-English ; Mr. Daniel Sullivan, sci- 
ence, to accept a position at Anchorage, Alaska; Mr. 
William Ames, Social Studies, to accept a position at Am- 
herst; Mrs. Jeannette Field, mathematics, Junior High 
School, to accept a position at Greenfield. 


The following persons were appointed to positions 
during the school year: Mr. Francis J. Bryant, Art; Mr. 
Stanley EK. Everett, science; Mr. David Filkins, mathe- 
matics, grade seven; Mrs. Agnes Gagner, vocational 
household arts; Mr. Owen Pugssley, guidance counsellor ; 
Mr. Joseph H. Sheehan, Jr., Latin-English; Mr. John 
Siano, social studies, grade seven; Mrs. Gladyce Stais, 
English, senior high; and the transfer of Mr. Jack Phil- 
lips from social studies, junior high, to social studies, 
senior high. 


Unfortunately, Frontier has experienced a yearly 
changing of administrative and key faculty personnel 
during its short period of existence. At present, eight 
teachers have continued in the teaching staff since the 
birth of the school district. This large yearly change- 
over of personnel disrupts the continuity of the educa- 
tional program and system, and, as a result, the stu- 
dents are the ones who lose in the overall picture. For 
the last ten years, teachers have become more mobile 
and move to other more choice positions whenever the 
opportunity is offered. Generally speaking, this occurs 
also in many phases of industry today. Young, begin- 
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ning, or inexperienced teachers are more likely to change 
position than are others with more experience and gen- 
eral maturity. 

Scarcity of qualified teachers is another factor that 
has an effect upon the whole problem. This scarcity ex- 
ists due to the fact that the population peak of the ele- 
mentary schools is now reaching or advancing into the 
secondary schools. More positions are open as additional 
classroom space is provided, and, although the teacher 
training institutions are graduating more teachers, they 
are unable to fill all the vacancies. In addition, there are 
the usual number of retirements and persons leaving the 
profession because of marriages and families. 


Money also continues to play an important role in 
this general problem, as many very well qualified teach- 
ers leave the profession each year to obtain higher sal- 
aries and fringe benefits in the industrial field and the 
relatively new positions in the areas of science and elec- 
tronics. 


There still remains an acute shortage of qualified 
teachers in the field of industrial arts, science — physics 
and chemistry, art, music, foreign languages, and mathe- 
matics. Various means have been devised to assist with 
the problem of overcoming the scarcity of qualified per- 
sonnel throughout the country. Three examples of such 
aids are: 1) The Lexington Plan, which is primarily for 
the purpose of attracting young graduates into the teach- 
ing field and is, in part, assisted by industry; 2) The Na- 
tional Defense Education Act, which provides for finan- 
cial assistance to college students who prepare for teach- 
ing in the areas of science, mathematics or modern for- 
eign languages; and 38) the National Science Foundation, 
which offers the following programs: Summer Institutes; 
Academic Year Institutes; In-Service Institutes ; Summer 
Fellowships; and Research-Participation. Its primary 
concern is the promotion of education and basic research 
in the sciences. 
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EVALUATION 


Early in October of 1959, a Committee of the New 
England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools 
visited Frontier Regional School for the purpose of evalu- 
ation. 


The educational needs of youth is the basic philoso- 
phy guide used to measure how satisfactorily the school 
is meeting these needs. 


The Committee rated the school as meeting the 
following needs extensively or quite extensively: 


1. They need to learn to live with other human be- 
ings. 


bo 


They need to achieve and maintain sound mental 
and physical health. 


3. They need to learn to live in their natural and 
scientific environment. 


4, They need to learn to think logically and express 
themselves clearly. 


They need to learn to use their leisure well. 


On 


6. They need to live aesthetically. 


The rating of moderately was given to the following: 
1. They need sound guidance. 


2. They need to prepare for work, for future edu- 
cation, or for both. 


General plans are being prepared to make improve- 
ments in designated areas. Early in the spring, Mr. 
Owen Pugsley was appointed guidance counsellor. The 
addition of this staff member was necessary to provide 
for a more efficient guidance department, and is in line 
with Dr. James Conant’s recommendation of having one 
guidance person for every two hundred and fifty to three 
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hundred pupils. Also, the National Defense Education 
Act, Title V, has provided us with financial assistance 
for the expansion of this program to the amount of 
two thousand six hundred and seventy eight dollars 
($2,678.00). This amount covers, in part, reimburse- 
ments for salaries, travel, equipment, testing, and refer- 
ence material. 


Mr. Bertrand Roger, Principal, will report more ex- 
tensively on the topic of evaluation.

Dear Mr. Bennett: 


I am pleased to submit my first report as principal 
of Frontier Regional School. 


The year 1960 at the Frontier Regional School was 
a significant one in the growth and continued develop- 
ment of the school. Enrollment in all grades increased 
from 601 on October 1, 1959 to 645 on October 1, 1960; 
the combined administrative responsibilities of superin- 
tendent-principal were divided to provide more efficient 
administration of the school; and one teacher and a guid- 
ance counsellor were added to the staff bringing it to a 
total of 38. But most significant was the completion of 
the Evaluation Report of the New England Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools. This report was the 
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result of an evaluation of the school’s program conducted 
jointly by the staff and a visiting committee in October 
1959, and was made to determine the accreditation of the 
school. 


The report found much in the school to commend, 
principally : 

1. the extensiveness of the pupil activity program 

2. the work of the guidance department 

3. the relationship between students and teachers 

4. the excellent business department program 

5. the extent of foreign language offerings 


6. the excellent work being done with limited facili- 
ties in industrial arts 


7. the excellent physical education program 
8. the care taken in maintenance of the building 


The primary objective of the evaluation was to judge 
the school and its program in relation to its stated philoso- 
phy of education, the degree to which it is meeting the 
needs of its students and the extent that its facilities are 
adequate or are adequately used. The final report of the 
evaluation committees lists one hundred and seventy-six 
specific recommendations for the improvement of the 
total program of the school. These recommendations 
must be implemented over the next five years if the school 
is to be accredited by the New England Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. The first report of 
progress is to be made at the end of twé6 years. 


The major recommendations by departments are as 
follows:

1. expanding and enriching the social studies 
area.

3. initiating an accelerated program for the 
academically talented.

1. more time devoted to remedial and develop- 
mental reading.

reduce class sizes in the junior high. 


3. begin courses in reading and speech im- 
provements. 


provide more time for teachers to devote to 
preparation, correction and individual con- 
ferences.

Foreign Languages 


1. adoption of a conversational approach at 
the high school level. 


2. consideration of language laboratory facili- 
ties. 


Health and Safety 


1. organize specific courses in health, hygiene, 
safety and first aid. 


2. provide an eye, ear and teeth examination 
yearly for all students. 
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Home Economics . 

1. consider offering the course to college pre- 
paratory students. 

2. reduce class sizes at the junior high level. 

3. relieve the teacher of all classes in other 
fields.

1. extend the facilities to provide opportuni- 
ties for more students.

1. enlarge the math area to meet the needs of 
the agriculture, industrial arts and vocation- 
arts areas.

3. study the possibility of restricting the 
college-preparatory courses to those who 
show capability. 


Music 

1. adda general course in music for all pupils. 
2. sound-proof the music and practice rooms. 
Science 


1. provide time for the preparation of experi- 
ments and demonstration by the teachers. 
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inaugurate a program for gifted pupils. 


3. provide supplementary and research materi- 
als in each classroom. 


Social Studies 


1. re-examine the course offerings to better 
meet the needs of college and non-college 
students. 
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2. expand and utilize the audio-visual facilities. 


3. provide a greater variety of instructional 
materials. 


To date, forty-one of the one hundred and seventy- 
six recommendations have been implemented fully or in 
part and all of the major recommendations are included 
in the planning for the coming year. 


We are faced with another sizable increase in the 
school population for the year 1961-62 to an approximate 
total of 690. This must be compensated for with addi- 
tional staff members, materials and equipment. We ex- 
pect to be using the building to its full capacity by the 
school year 1962-63 and be pressed for space in the follow- 
ing year when our last class under one hundred students 
will have been graduated. Enrollment is expected to 
approach 750 in the school year 1963-64. 


The great task facing the school administration in 
the coming years will be to provide for increasing enroll- 
ment while at the same time strengthening the instruc- 
tional program and raising it to acceptable standards in 
a nuclear age. This will be an imposing challenge to the 
resources of the regional school district.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the Frontier Regional School Dis- 
trict for the period from February 1, 1959, the date of 
the previous examination, to June 30, 1960, and due to 
the resignation of the district treasurer and re-establish- 
ment of the accounting system, the audit period was ex- 
tended to August 31, 1960, the following report being 
submitted thereon: 


Due to the failure of the district treasurer to keep 
up the system of accounts as set up in the previous audit, 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, Gen- 
eral Laws, ledger accounts were compiled for the period 
of the audit, and a balance sheet showing the financial 
condition of the district on August 31, 1960 was pre- 
pared and is appended to this report. 
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The books and accounts under the re-established 
system of accounts were opened as of June 30, 1960, and 
the transactions were recorded on the books of the dis- 
trict through August 31, 1960. 


The books and accounts of the district treasurer 
were examined. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the sources from which money was 
paid into the district treasury, while the payments were 
checked with the warrants of the regional district school 
committee. The cash book was footed, and the cash 
balance on August 31, 1960 was proved by reconciliation 
of the bank balances with statements furnished by the 
banks of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. The district treasurer’s cash, together with the 
books and accounts, were then transferred to the newly 
appointed district treasurer. 


The records pertaining to funded debt and tempo- 
rary loans were examined and checked. The loans issued 
were compared with the district treasurer’s recorded re- 
ceipts, while the payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were proved with the amounts falling due and 
checked with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. 
The outstanding coupons on August 31, 1960 were listed 
and reconciled with the balance in the bond and coupon 
account as shown by a statement received from the bank 
of deposit. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of 
Federal and State taxes, county and teachers’ retirement 
systems, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group insur- 
ance were examined and checked. The payments to the 
proper agencies were verified, and the balances in the 
district treasury on August 31, 1960 were proved. 


Considerable detailed checking was necessary to 
balance the district treasurer’s accounts, which added 
materially to the time consumed in making the audit. 
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The minutes of the district school committee meet- 
ings were examined. The appropriations were listed, 
and the apportionments for capital and operating costs 
were checked for compliance with the articles of agree- 
ment. 


The surety bond of the district treasurer was exam- 
ined and found to be in proper form. 


The records pertaining to the lunch program, ath- 
letic activities, tuition, and miscellaneous receipts were 
examined and checked, and the payments to the treasurer 
were verified. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s cash and summaries of the departmental trans- 
actions, as well as of the assessments due from member 
towns. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was 
extended by the district officials, for which, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, I wish to express appre- 
ciation. |

It is my privilege to submit to you and your com- 
mittee my second annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


A PHILOSOPHY OF EDUCATION 


The term philosophy, as defined by Webster, is the 
body of principles underlying a given branch of human 
activity. It provides a general outline of the desired 
goals and aims toward which we should progress and 
attempt to achieve. This year, a committee of teachers 
and lay people, representative of the various towns in 
the Union, held regular meetings and presented the 
following philosophy that has been accepted by the four 
School Committees, including Whately: 


Recognizing that ‘‘manhood, not scholarship, is the 
first aim of education,” a representative group of parents 
and educators from the Conway-Deerfield-Sunderland- 
Whately School Uionn met and drew up the following 
aims of education : 


1. To recognize the uniqueness of each human per- 
sonality and to develop each individual to the 
greatest extent of his physical and mental ability. 


2. To stimulate and develop independent, construc- 
tive, creative thinking. 
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3. To develop a well-adjusted and adaptable indi- 
vidual who can function effectively in whatever 
situation he may find himself. 


4. To develop academic skills as necessary tools of 
learning. 


5. To cultivate an awareness and appreciation of 
beauty. 


6. To encourage a sense of responsibility for the 
safe-guarding of basic rights. 


7. To instill a sense of personal obligation for one’s 
work, home, school and community. 


8. To foster effective democratic procedures and a 
proper respect for authority. 


Within the framework of these aims one can clear- 
ly see that it is the function of the educator to pro- 
vide an atmosphere of acceptance and understand- 
ing to facilitate the development of the whole child. 
It is hoped that these aims will give purpose and 
direction to all concerned with the growth and teach- 
ing of our children.

POLICY CONCERNING PUPIL PROMOTION 


At the close of the school year many anxious minutes 
of suspense are endured by some parents and some pupils 
concerning the matter of promotion to the next grade. 
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Many theories, practices and comments have been 
made by authorities concerning marks and promotion. 
It seemed advisable early in the year to standardize, in 
so far as possible, promotion policies in the various com- 
munities within the Union. This topic was studied care- 
fully by a group of teachers and interested citizens as 
follows: Mr. John Henderson, Chairman; Mrs. Jean 
Ehman, Conway; Mrs. Louise Bell, Deerfield; Mrs. Ella 
Cole and Mrs. Charles Hoffman, Sunderland; Mrs. Irene 
MacDonald and Mrs. Betty Orloski, Whately. 

This committee submitted the following criteria to 
be used in arriving at a decision of promotion or re- 
tention, the chief concern being what is best for the 
particular pupil: 


1. Academic achievement from kindergarten up as 
it appears in the cumulative record. 

. Attitudes and work habits. 

. social and emotional maturity. 

. Physical development (chronological age). 

. standardized test results (intelligence, achieve- 
ment, reading, others). 

6. Teachers’ judgment (superintendent and princi- 
pal). 

7. Parental attitude. 


At this time it is necessary to mention home and 
school cooperation. The home and school should have 
the ever-continuing aim of attaining complete coopera- 
tion. Parents are urged to read carefully the report 
cards received at the end of specified marking periods, 
but it is better, if possible, to have a conference with the 
child’s teacher, if and when it will be most advantageous 
to all parties concerned. We are at present trying out 
the practice of having specific times for parent-teacher 
conferences. Interested parents should call Mrs. Doro- 
thy Strippe, Principal, Whately Center School, and Mrs. 
Annabelle Hall, Principal, East Whately Grammar School 
for specific details. 


Oi & DO 
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STAFF AND CURRICULUM 


The teaching personnel at the Whately Center and 
East Schools remains the same as during the past year. 
It was the only system in the Union where a resignation 
was not tendered. This gives continuity to the staff and 
is certainly beneficial in these trying times when good re- 
placements are difficult to obtain. 


We have also had the pleasure of having Miss Lois 
Anderson, a student at Westfield Teachers’ College, do 
her practice teaching under the supervision of Mrs. Doro- 
thy Polhemus, teacher of the second grade. 


Whately teachers are to be congratulated on the 
projects they prepared under the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act in the areas of science and 
mathematics. In all, a total of two hundred and fifty five 
dollars and eighty two cents ($255.82) of federal money 
was received to cover half the total cost of the projects. 
The items purchased under the provisions of this act in- 

cluded globes, filmstrips, a projector, various devices for 
arithmetic, in addition to some good supplementary books 
on the subject of science. 


The Curriculum Study Committee, made up of teach- 
ers from the various Union schools studied course out- 
lines, manuals, and textbooks in the area of science in 
the elementary schools. At the conclusion of the study, 
they recommended the Union-wide adoption of the text 
in elementary science published by the D. C. Heath Com- 
pany. This is a completely revised and up-to-date text 
and should be received at the schools shortly after Janu- 
ary. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


A considerable amount of time has been given this 
past year to planning a continuous maintenance program 
of the two school buildings in Whately. It is important 
that we continue this program for several years to come 
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in order to put the buildings in good condition and pro- 
vide a more conducive atmosphere to classroom learning. 


The following repairs or replacements were com- 
pleted at the Center School: pointing up the exterior wall 
of the building; repairs to the cement step at the front 
of the building; additional lighting fixtures in the first 
grade room; acoustical ceiling and new lighting fixtures 
in the second grade. A similar number of repairs were 
made at the East School, including pointing up the ex- 
terior foundation wall; repairs to some portions of the 
interior basement, especially in the boys’ toilet room; 
redecorating the fifth and sixth grade classrooms; new 
window sash in both of these classrooms; replacement 
of the front door; and replacing or repairing all window 
shades. 


In order to better modernize our classrooms, it is 
recommended that the present, fixed desks and chairs in 
the Center School be replaced with up-to-date movable 
desks and chairs. This item should receive priority 
vpproval and be completed as soon as possible. 


CONCLUSION 


Education, in general, is going through a transition 
and we, as American citizens, must be ready to assume 
our fulll share of the responsibility of promoting a suit- 
able and adequate type of educational program for our 
community. For your cooperation and assistance in 
better meeting these educational needs of our growing 
citizens, I wish to thank the school committee members, 
faculty, and adult citizens of the community.

Again it is my pleasure to submit my annual report 
as teacher of music in the Whately Schools. 


In reviewing objectives of music education in these 
classrooms, and noting the degree of accomplishment, it 
seems that an inherent love for music has been fostered. 
The enthusiasm and happy classroom response indicates 
that this objective is being met, since such a large major- 
ity of the members manifest a keen desire to take active 
part in music class activities. 


Educators tell us that music helps to cultivate mental 
processes, that music study requires quick thinking and 
develops concentration and is therefore an important part 
of the curriculum. In evaluating the work of the class 
in music, the question arises if it 1s music education re- 
sulting in music vecreation or solely music recreation. 
In Whately the former is true for the regular program 
for understanding the printed page starts in the second 
grade and is continued in succeeding classes, thus result- 
ing in enjoyment of participation. 


Finally, the premise upon which the music program 
is based, that music is for the interested many rather 
than the talented few, is carefully followed; no difference 
is marked between the singer and the child who finds 
singing difficult, noting that there is never a non-singer, 
it being rather, a question of degree of proficiency. 
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It is my sincere wish to provide a well balanced, 
workable background for those going into the Frontier 
Regional School so that each is prepared to enjoy benefits 
of the music program in their next educational experi- 
ence. 


May I issue a cordial invitation to those interested 
to visit the weekly classroom visit of the music teacher. 


My thanks go to all school personnel and to towns- 
people for their continuing support of the music program 
in the schools of Whately.

The regulations of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts for physical examinations for School Children have 
been carried out this fall.

Every grade 
in the Grammar Schools has had physicals by Dr. Ken- 
neth H. Rice. All School Children have had Vision 
Screening and Hearing tests, with failures reported to 
parents. A vitamin program has been completed in all 
schools.

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Report of Art Supervisor

Dear Mr. Bennett: 


With the art report I would like to bring out how 
completely art now enters into school work. It has 
always been a great cultural force within the curriculum, 
and today, more than ever, the good taste of the nation 
is often started right here in an art class. 


Through the year I have set up two broad objectives 
based on appreciation skills. 


The children were taught to develop their ability in 
enjoying aesthetically and intellectually correct arrange- 
ments of space, beauty of line, fine proportions in form 
and harmonious combinations of colour, whether it be 
the work of skilled hands in fine arts or the child’s own 
work. 


Many pupils have been training their judgment to 
wise choices that will function later as circumstances 
permit, in the selection of apparel, the selection and beau- 
tifying of the home and garden, and city planning. 


Much time has been spent in acquainting children 
with new materials and the best ways in which to use 
them. 


Art skills were developed which I thought would be 
productive of joy in school life. This enabled many to 
make worthy and happy use of leisure time by decorating 
school classrooms or hallways. 


Each child was given an opportunity for better con- 
duct by making art a social situation. I looked out for 
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good habits of accuracy, neatness, right attitudes in co- 
operation, responsibility and unselfishness. In most all 
grades, lessons have at times been based on group work. 
During these classes, children set standards for each 
other by assisting and cooperating in research or projects. 


Whenever possible, I believe in unrestricted free ex- 
pression through individual urge, developed suggestion, 
and emotional reactions. Those who have a little more 
talent along this line are a pride to the classroom and I 
use their work to set standard. I have found in many 
instances that the slower groups will respond to beauty 
though their ability to create it is slight. They are en- 
couraged to find good points in other pupils’ work. 


Much care is used in classroom procedure to furnish 
the able child with the help he needs when he needs it 
without forcing him into the mould by insistent drill 
work; I try to beware of imposing conventions upon the 
children, especially those who are able to originate ade- 
quate ideas of their own.

To them, to all the parents and members 
of the School Committee, as well as you, Mr. Bennett, I 
wish to extend my thanks for all the help in carrying out 
my art program this year.
